NTIRELY apart from His 
claims to Deity, to be 
consubstantial with the 
Father and the Second 
Person of the Blessed 
Trinity, no other histori- 
eal personage besides 
Jesus of Nazareth has 
been able to inspire such 
Wnbounded admiration. There are very 
few people who would deny to Him 
the almost universal admiration with 
which He has come to be regarded. 
He was a good man, He was an un- 
Sifish man, He was conscientious. 
He was loyal to His mission as He 
tonceived it. His very success in en- 
thrining Himself in so many hearts is 
proof of all this; for no other histori- 
al records have been subjected to 
More critical scrutiny than the Gos- 
els, and had there been a single note 
ef fraud or imposture, the critics 
Would not have failed to detect it. 
Even those who are unwilling to 
accept Him as Very God will half 
Agree to the statemeht of St. John 
(Gospel, ch. 1, 9) that He “was the 
true Light, which enlighteneth every 
man that cometh into the world.” For 
Jesus Christ was the perfect man; 
and, if to man, because of his rational 
intellect and superior faculties of af- 
fection, belongs the primacy of ani- 
mate terrestrial beings, Jesus Christ 
easily stands at the head of the whole 
human family. If the world of animal 
and human life is but the phenomena! 
reflection of a Higher Reason mani- 
festing itself throughout the whole 
Universe, Jesus Christ is easily the 
highest manifestation of that Fternal 
n known to man.

Christ, the Universal 
and Immortal King 


T is quite true that all the 
prophets of the Old Tes- 
tament, With one accord, 
declare that the Messias 
is “of the seed and line- 
age of David,” that He 
would occupy the throne 
of David, and that in His 
days Israel would enjoy 
sn unexampled peace and prosperity. 
But what a pity it is that the Jews, 

® spite of all their own prophets had 

Spoken, saw in the Messias only a 

descendant of David who would be 

the king of one small nation, elevat- 
it to a place of world-dominion, 

Making its citizens free, but denying 

liberty and blessing to the Gentiles 

Save as the latter, like beggars, were 

able to gather 


'such admiration? 


Is it not because 
mankind instinctively strives toward 
an ethical and intellectual ideal, of 
which the brightest minds of the past 
and present have occasionally, in their 
happiest moments, caught glimpses? 
And are not all men conscious that it 
is so easy, in the heat of passion, for 
earthbound beings to sight of 
this ideal? Yet Jesus not only held 
it in His consciousness and consistent- 
ly taught it, but He practiced the 
manner of life demanded by this 
ideal to the full measure of His com- 
prehension it. And this can be 
said of no other person. 

The world is a much brighter place 
because of His coming. With one ac- 
cord, all mankind has adopted the date 
of His birth as the beginning of the 
accepted system of time calculation; 
and thus the whole human race ac- 
knowledges the empire of Jesus 
Christ. : 

Some have thought that, to the de- 
gree time has succeeding 
generations from the days of Christ’s 
personal ministry on earth, the legend 
concerning Him has grown and taken 
possession of men’s minds simply by 
default of some other legend. But, on 
the contrary, we find that Christ's 
contemporaries were impressed with 
His knowledge and wisdom, His char- 
ity, and His goodness in the same way 
that succeeding generations have been 
impressed. What, at the beginning of 
His ministry, most impressed His 
hearers was His startling originality. 
Everywhere He went He brought to 
His contemporaries the sense that He 
came to introduce a new order of 
things. When He had come to the end 
of the famous “Sermon on the Mount,”

This draw- 
ing force is remarkable because it has grown stronger as 
the centuries of Christianity have rolled by. In the very 
earliest days of Christianity, ‘twas a teacher of St. Paul 
who advised against the persecution of the Christian re- 
ligion because, quite logicall;, he argued that if it were an 
institution of God, persecuticn would not avail, and if it 
were not divinely founded, then in time it would destroy 
itself. At that time comparatively few of the world’s in- 
habitants had pledged loyalty to Christ, the King, of man- 
kind. There were loyal, loving hearts even in that distant 
age, who served Christ with an intensity of love, that im- 
pressed even the pagans, because these early Christians felt 
the force and the drawing power of their King. As time 
went on and Christianity spread farther and farther, gath- 
ering precious souls within its fold, the Kingship of Christ 
spread in the hearts of His people so that today 300,000,000

THE KING OF PEACE 

Our Holy Father Pope Pius XI, in his Encyclical in- 
stituting the Feast of Christ, our King, stated: “It is neces- 
sary for all men to seek ‘the peace of Christ in the Kingdom 
of Christ.’ We announce, too, that We used the phrase 
‘The Kingdom of Christ,’ because it seemed to Us that the 
establishment of peace could not be achieved except by a 
restoration of the Kingdom of Our Lord.” To restore peace 
on earth by bringing all men to an acknowledgment of 
Christ, the King, is the wish of our Holy Father, just as it 
was the desire of his predecessors to “restore all things in 
Christ.” When the promised One, the long-expected of the 
nations, was born in Bethlehem, God's angelic messengers 
sang: “Glory to God in the highest, and peace on earth to 
men of good wil!.”” When Our Lord was about to leave His 
Apostles, He told them: “My peace I leave unto you”; after 
His Resurrection from the dead, He appeared to His Apos- 
tles and said: “Peace be to you.” His mission was to bring 
peace to mankind by restoring man to the friendship of God. 

Christ, our King, gave the recipe for peace: “Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with thy whole heart, and with 
thy whole soul, and with thy whole mind, and the second is 
like to this: Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself,” said 
He to His disciples. We love God with our whole mind when 
we accept without question every point of faith, which He 
taught. Thus we give to Christ, the King, the tribute of 
our intellect. We honor Him with our will when we strive 
to observe His commandments. We honor Him with our 
heart when we strive to cultivate a greater love for Him, 
especially by thinking of Him as a personal friend intensely 
interested in our welfare, a friend, Who is most worthy of 
the love of all human hearts. 

The love of our neighbor must be the expression of our 
love for God. This is the wish of Christ, our King. If these 
two great commandments were observed by men, peace 
would reign. The closer rulers and their subjects draw to 
the standard of Christ, the King, the more surely wil! peace 
be restored and be continued among the nations of the earth.

The observance of All Saints’ Day reminds us of our 
Christian heritage. Today we honor Our Savior by offering 
Him the universa! tribute of our hearts, for He is the King 
beloved by His subjects. The Kingship of Christ reminds 
us of the Communion of Saints. Christ, the King, rules with 
the bands of love over the Church Triumphant, the Church 
Suffering, and the Church Militant. God's inspired writer 
tells us that it is impossible for us to comprehend the beauty 
of the King on His throne of glory in Heaven and the happi- 
ness of the Saints as they sing His praises throughout 
eternity.

The first act of Noe, after leaving the ark, was befitting the 
patriarch. “He built an altar unto the Lord; and... 
holocausts upon the altar” (Gen. 8; 20). His sacrifice was ac- 
ceptable to the Lord, and the Lord said: “I will no more curse 
the earth for the sake of man; for the imagination and thought 
of man’s heart are prone to evil from youth; therefore, I wil! no 
more destroy every living soul as I have done” (Ibid.8:21). Then, 
having renewed the promises made to our first parents in Para- 
dise after their fall, God signed the second Covenant with Noe 
and his children, and with every living thing, and promised that. 
the rainbow should be the token thereof (Cf. Ibid. 9; 1-14). “Be 
hold I will establish my covenant with you, and with your seed’ 
This is the sign of the covenant which I give between 
me and you, and to every living soul that is with you, for per- 
I will set my bow in the clouds, and it shall 
be the sign of the covenant between me and between the earth” 
(Ibid. 9; 9, 12, 13). 
But as the children of Adam had fallen into grievous sins, 
so also did the descendants of Noe degenerate in many instances, 
and that to such an extent as to become incapable of sustaining, 
or carrying out, the Divine purpose of grace. 
a son of Noe, sin revealed itself anew in its most grievous form 
and threatened, in parasitic fecundity, to destroy every influence 
In holy indignation Noe cursed his unnatural! son. 
The curse bore fruit—the blessing which he placed upon the 
heads of Sem and Japhet came to be sufficient to separate the 
generations of Sem and Japhet, the “Sons of Light,” from the 
generations of Cham, the “Sons of Darkness.” 
Chanaan, remained the servant of Sem and Japhet (Cf. Gen
